Washington, March 21.—Radio i‘s-} 
teners-in throughout the country who 
will be unable to attend the public 
hearings scheduled by the newly-creat- 
el federal radio commission in Wash- 
‘ington from March 29 through April 
1, were invited today by Commission. 
er O. H. Caldwell to participate by 
| mail. 

“In an effort to adopt policies con- 
cerning the broadcasting situation, 
which, when put into effect, will ren- 
der the most valuable service to the 
‘listening public, the commission cor- 
dially welcomes the views of all per- 
| sons who would like to lay their ideas 
| before it,” declared Mr. Caldwell in 
an announcement made today, 

“That is the central idea back of 
the series of publie hearings,’ con- 
tinued the commissioner's annvunce- 
ment, “but we also know that many 
persons entertaining sound views and 
strong convictions, with helpful sugges- 
tions, have not the time nor the money 
to make the trip to Washington so 
as to give the commussion the benefit 
of their experience. _ 

“In order to facilitate matters we 
suggest that those who mail their 
proposals confine themselves to the 
main topics to be discussed at the pub- 
lic hearing. They are: Widening the 
broadcasting band; limitation of pow- 
er; reducing frequency; separation; 
simultaneous broadcasting with the 
same frequency; time diversion; con- 
solidation of broadcasting service, and 
limiting number of stations. 

“We wish to urge our friends,” con- 
eludes the announcement, “to con- 
fine their remarks to the topics pro- 
posed and not to present at this time 
individual claims or complaints, ot ie 
will be considered in due course.”

News.)—(Monday.)—Shanghai was 
captured this morning by the armies 
of south China. } 

No opposition yas advanced by the 
defending isolated detachments of 
northern soldiers, who were hastily 
ordered to evacuate the city by their 
alarmed officers. 

The eapture has been considered im- 
minent for the past week, and was 
realized to be certain this morning, 
when the southerners advanced 
through four provinces, bringing them 
to the outskirts of the city of Lung- 
wha. 

General Strike Called. 

Following the capture of the native 
city of Shanghai by the Cantonese, a 
general strike has been declared in 
ihe foreign settlement by workers in 
all industries. 

The general strike has erystallized 
immediately fellowing news of the fall 
of the city, as a result of propaganda 
spread through the settlement during 
the hours immediately preceding ar- 
rival of the Cantonese. 

The strike will seriously affect 
foreign factories and hamper general 
industry and transportation in the 
settlement. 

Visits Battle Front. 

I have just returned from the battle 
front, which at that time was ten 
miles from the international settle- 
ment.

To Bond,” that appeared in the last 
issue of “Georgia Highways,” which 
fs the official office publication of 
the Georgia state highway depart- 
ment: 

“The pay-as-you-go plan is always 
safe and always sound. Under it 
progress may be somewhat slower, 
but is more certain. The bonding 
method is defendable if its total cost 
is within assured income and if the 
future is compensated for the mort- 
gage imposed upon it by durability 
and adaptability in public improve- 
ments.” 

The “pay-as-you-go plan” is not 
“safe” so long as 75 per cent of 
the state road system in Georgia 
makes it necessary, following two 
or three days of rain, to skid and 
slip and slide and plunge along 


through mud and ruts, with the, 


ever present hazard of landing in 
a ditch. 


It certainly is not economically 
“sound” so long as it permits tem- 
porary roads, built through county 
aid—frequently to the exhaustion 
of a county’s resources—to go to 
pieces in two or three years, and 
then to remain as a permanently bad 
road, or to be rebuilt at an ex- 
pense as heavy as the original in- 
vestment. 

But the significant thought in the 
department’s editorial quotation is 
that “the bonding method is de- 
fengable if its total cost is within 
assured income and if the future is 
compensated by durability and adap- 
tability in public improvements.” 

In all reason the paragraph 
quoted is an unmistakable expres- 
sion of the highway board in favor 
_of state bonds for paving, for surel:; 
the engineering department is suf- 
ficiently able to compute the costs 
of Building a system of paving, and 
then to keep the expenses within 
that budget. 

Any thoughtful person should 
know that it is far less expensive to 
build one long, continuous stretch 
of highway than it is to continu- 
ously keep hauling road machinery 
through 161 counties, building a 
patch of paving here, a little Stretch 
of grading there, some tearing up 
of the present road somewhere else 
m—Scattered over the face of the 
State and “getting nowhere.” 

The proponents of the plan to 
capitalize the state’s road revenues 
and build the entire county seat to 
county seat system of permanent 
year-around highways in a business- 
Ike way and as rapidly as a sys- 
tematized organization can advan-

Rights of Negro Voters. 

Another decision of the supreme 
court that could have been reasonably 
expected is going to cause a revision 


of such state laws as regulate “white 
primaries.” A very respectable, inteili- 
gent and property-owning negro, Dr. 
L. T. Nixon, of El Paso, Texas. has 
been known for years as a democrat 
in his political faith and voting. But 
when he wished to vote in a “white 
primary” he was refused the right un- 
der a statute of the state that re- 
stricted such primaries to white voters 
only. Dr. Nixon brought action to test 
the right of the state, in view of the 
fourteenth amendment, to enact any 
such restriction. Now the supreme 
court, with three democrats among the 
nine members, and a democratic jus 
tice delivering the unanimous opinion, 
declares. that a state has no right to 
enact such a discrimination. 

Consequently a negro voter who 
claims the political status of a demo- 
crat, being otherwise legally qualified, 
inust be permitted to vote in primaries 
as well as in general eleetions. 


The funny thing in’the situation is 
that for nearly fifty-nine years past 
we southern people have been. te!ling 
the negroes that one big reason tor 


making it hard for them to qualify as 
voters was that they adhered so’ sotid- 
ly to the republican party! We have 
known the days in Georgia, even in 
Atlanta, when democratic negroes were 
mobbed, and even murdered, by men 
of their own color for voting with the 
democrats. Now, when there is secant 
danger of such persecutions by either 
whites or blacks, nevertheless practi- 
cally every negro in the south its a 
republican, and less than one in a 
thousand is a “white blackbird.” 
* a + +. 


Reforming the Primaries. 

All over the country thinking peo- 
ple are growing in the belief that the 
primary plan of making party candi- 
dates is a mistaken one. It has failed 
to produce those utopian political bene- 
fits that were jnitially ‘proclaimed for 
it. Instead of being “popular,” it has 
become in many instances, as in Penn- 
Sylvania and Illinois. notoriously and 
infamously “plutocratic.”’ It has so dis- 
appointed and disgusted intelligent 
common citizens that they have lost 

atriotic interest in nominating pri- 

aries and are prone to keep shy of 
the polls on election days. 

Gradually the system threatens to 
become so offensive that it will have 


to fight for its Wife in nearly every 
state in the union. Already in some 
large states the movement to abolish 
primaries is under headway. 


Some of the former ardent advocates 
of primary nominations are suggest- 
ing a compromise. They would re- 
tain the primary plan of making local 
choice of delegates to party conven- 
tions and then devolve upon the con- 
vention the “uty of nominating the 
candidates of the party to be yoted 
for in the actual election. 


But the more general consensus is 
that each state should be free to 
choose for itself and have its own 
sort of primary, or no primary, by 
its own will. In fatt, that is the 
status now and it wil continue, ¢x- 
cept as a state may eventually rz- 
form its primary system, or substithte 
another plan in its stead. . 

So far as national offices are con- 
cerned the supreme court holds that 
congress can regulate primaries and 
that may yet lead to a general aba.- 
donment of them to keep federal ‘ ands 
off our state elections.

Meanwhile I have clipped all the 
accounts and analyzed all the stated 
causes.

Health Talks

PRACTICAL POINTS IN 
DIABETIC ECONOMY. 


The other day we referred to the’ 


method devised by Dr. Don Hastings 
Duffie, country physician, for the eco- 
nomical control of diabets. By means 
of an ingenious system of cards the 
amounts of the three food elements, 
protein, fat, and carbohydrate, in a 
weighed quantity of the food . are 
graphically represented, and _ the ap- 
proximate number of grams of the 
element given in figures. 

With a “hand” of these ecards. the 
patient, assigned so many grams of 
P. F. and C, cai. easily select his own 
diet, and what is more to the point, 
he can do this even if he doesn’t know 
anything about figures. He simply 
gathers cards until he has a_ total 
which brings the length of the dash or 
black line for protein, fat and carbo- 


hydrate up to the limit the doctor has 
prescribed. How simple this is to do 
is indicated by the fact thatthe doc- 
tor’s little son, not yet old enough. to 
go to school, can quickly select a diet 
containing any given quantity. of P, 
F and C by means of the cards. 

It is easy for friend patient to ap- 


| proximate his assigned ‘otals and keep 


his diet within his individual capacity 
to utilize or metabo'ize. This is the 
secret of the successful management 
of diabetes. Dr. Duffie’s method 
shows the patient how to live with 
diabetes. But the method does not 
stop here. In order tc make the se- 


cal or automatic process, he adds a 
little calculator ‘vhich determines to- 
tals of the three essential 
ments very much as x carpenter trues 
up his work with square pr spirit 
level. ) 

The conventional Benedict test uses 
5 c. ec. or about 11-2 teaspoonfuls of 
the rather expensive Benedict's selu- 
tion. Dr. Duffie finds it just as sat- 
isfactory and distinctly economical 
to use little 1-2x4 inch test tubes, 
whereon a fife mark at 0.8 ¢. ec. in- 
dicates the amount of Benedict’s solu- 
tion for one drop of urine. 

Numerous other sound economies 
in the control of this expensive disease 
have been devised by this resourceful 
physician. It is often essential to de- 
termine the patient's car. ohydrate tol- 
erance (that is, find out how much of 
this food element he can utilize) and 
this is done by. tedious and eostly lab- 
oratory methods. Dr. Duffie finds 
that good work can be done. using 
no tests other than Benedict's for 
sugar and ferric chloride for acidosis. 
By means of these simple tesfs he 
arrives at a fairly accurate idea of the 
patient’s sugar tolerance in terms of 
diet and insulin. 

This acidosis test is rather beyond 
the ability of the patient to attempt 
on his own but responsibility, but it is 
simplo enough for any physician to 
employ. In the :nanagement of dia- 
betes it is important to make sure, 
from time to time, that the patient is 
not drifting into a state of acidosis. 
Nowadays it is the best practice to 
resort to insulin or increased insulin 
at the first indication of acidosis, to- 
gether with an increased allowance of 
carbohydrate ‘or a while, enough to 
keep sugar in the urine. 

Sir James Mackenzie, the famous 
heart specialist, laid the foundations 
for his fame in an English country 
practice. 

In a quiet way many of our own 
country doctors are meeting and mas- 
tering the problems.of medicine.

British, stick to the dishonest legal 
fiction of “collusion.” If beth 
parties of the impossible marriage 
want a divorce, they cannot have it. 
it only one party wants it, they 
stand a chance. Hence, nine di- 
vorces out o: 10 involve a process 
oi forswearing which amounts, 
morally if no. legally, to perjury. 
With them the fact that both parties 
steadfastly desire a divorce is the 
best of all reasons for granting it. 
Since common sense always wins 
in the end, we shall abolish our legal 
fiction, I think, before 2026. 


Possibly we are now near the peak 
of the divorce rate. In the generation 
of our fathers and grandfathers our 
own American laws were nearly as 
complaisant as they are today. But a 
strong social prejudice barred the way 
to divorce. Society did not, as at pres- 
ent, judge a separation on its own in- 
dividual merits: it held all divorces 
disreputable. 
came—as always—that initial state 
when it was abused. We are still liv- 
ing in that stage. 


But even in my generation I have 
seen the world pass from false, ro- 
mantic thinking on love and life to 
sober realism. Spite of the rosy 
haze which young love cast over the 
preliminary proceedings, the cele- 
brated younger generation knows 
from its fiction reading if from noth- 
ing else that the sex pull is not 
all there is te marriage; that a wed- 
ding ring is not a guarantee of etern- 
al mundane happiness; that “they 
lived happily ever after” does not 
tell the story of marriage. They 
are going into it with their eyes at 
least half open. 


It seems impossible that we shall 
ever go back to the era of fake think- 
ing. Rather, it seems to me the world 
will grow more and more realistic and 
retional. A hundred years from now 
the young people and marriageable age 
may enter the blissful state of love 
with their eyes wholly open. 


And I should not be surprised, 
when they let me out for a look in 
2027, to find that the old social con- 
demnation of divorce had shiftcd to 
disapproval of fool marriages. (Qn 
these terms I defend my paradox; 
that divorce will be easier a hundred 
— from now, and less commonly 
used. 


Families will average smaller than 
Our species ha: been 
increasing at an alarming rate in the 
last century. But Raymond Pearl 
has shown that there is a natural 
limit to expanding population. Since 
the human race, in spite of its innate 
conservatism, always listens to rea- 
son in the end, the militarist, howl- 
ing for greater population on any 
terms, will have disappeared. 


The lengthening span of human 
lif. will be another factor making 
against families of “children nine 
and 10.” We shall have learned 
that the best interests of society de- 
mands not more babies, but better 
ones. 

While in a mere century we shall 
hardly establish a sound and work- 
able system of eugenics, we shall 
have made considerable progress in 
preventing or discouraging the re- 
production of morons, degenerates 
and scrubs.. Parenthood will seem 
less a duty than today and more the 
privilege of those best fitted to carry 
on the race. 


We shall not stop inventing in this 
rext century; the mechanical improve- 
ment and coordination which are 
taking housework out of the hands of 
the housewife will go on. A hundred 
years from now the homebody will 
find little to do at home. Since the 
buman race in its heart abominates 
idleness, the proportion of married 
women who work at some regular 
“outside” job during part of their mar- 
ried life will be even greater than 
now. 


More and more our social work— 
perhaps even our politics—will look 
for its personnel to middle-aged wom- 
en, who, having brought up their chil- 
dren, want an outlet for their splendid 
erergies during their 40s, 50s and 
And marriage, correspondingly, 
will be a great deal more of an in- 
tellectual partnership than it is today. 


But take it by and large, it will 
be the same old institution, a pleas- 
ant spot of earth at its average, an 
irritating hell at its worst—a heav- 
en at its best.

Chancellor Snelling refused to com- 
ment further on the dismissal of the 
Students, and merely said “the wni- 
versity has no interest in further 
publications of the Teonoclast outside 
of the institution.’ 

A. J. Mathews, James T. Barrs, 
Mercer Sherman and J.ane Allen, the 
‘other students dismissed, had not left 
today. 

Cheek’s statement in part declared : 

“We, the editors and publishers of 
have been told that 
we are expelled from the university. 
We believe we have been done an 
injury. and that our side has not yet 
heen fully presented to the public. 
The purposes of the ‘Iconcelast’ were 
stated in a letter to the chancellor 
and prudential committee to ‘strength- 
en the internal structure of the 
university’ and, through the instru- 
ment of an aroused popular ear over 
state, to make a crusade for 
greater university appropriations by 
means of an improved tax system and 
other necessary political reforms. 

“The purpose of such a_ so-called 
radical first issue (which was never 
truthful and reasonable) was to gain 
the popular ear over the state into 
which we might pour the issues which 
are going to follow, issues which will, 
we hope, mean so much to the uni- 
versity in the matter of appropria- 
tions, an inrproved popular opinion, 
and a fuller realization throughout 
the state that the university is much 
more ereditable, than the average 
mind would believe. The publication 
will henceforth be of a constructive 
nature. with destructive eriticisms as 
false images and idols need to be 
down. 

Advice Sought.

“No charges have been made against 
us. We do not know what we are he- 
ing expelled. for. We were: never 
ealled in to defend ourselves except 
the time when the chancellor asked us | 
if ‘we had anything to say. 
called our publication ‘grossly discour- 
teous, scurrilous, and ‘probably libel-, 
ous.” This was merely their opinion, 
and practically the only such charac- 
terization we have ever heard. We 


ihaven’t been given the least chance to 


prove what we said, and we surely 
think we can do it, as the student 
body recognizes the truth of the ar- 
ticles, and can be brought to testify 
tu their correctness. 

“As for its journalistic value, a jour- 
nalism professor here said that it was 
one of the best edited papers ever to 
appear on the university campus. The 
head of another department said it 
was the most intelligent’ publication 
appearing on the campus within the 
last 20 years. We admit that a good 
number of the articles might De consid- 
ered in poor taste, but we do not think 
they deserve such adjectives as the 
above without at least a fairminded 
investigation. 

“The administration formally drop-

Washington, March 20.—(#)—The 
chureh’s responsibility extends to vir- 
tually every phase of national and in- 
ternational life, Dr. S. Parkes Cad- 
man. president of the Federal Council 
of Churches contends in the forthcom- 
ing “Handbook of Churches” published 
by the council. 

He points out three outstanding 
trends in American religious life which 
he considers will make’ themselves 
“felt powerfully” in the future. 

“In the first place,” Dr. Cadman 
says, “the American churches are going 
to grapple courageously with great so- 
cial and inter national questions, ‘The 
day is past when any realm of our 
economic, industrial. social, political or 
international life will be regarded as 
outside of the sphere of responsibility 
of the churches. 

“When, however. the churches at-/ § 
‘tempt to make this influence felt in 
moulding public opinion on great pub- 
lic issues, they discover that, if they 
are to do anything effective, the must 
act far more unitedly than has hitber- 
to been the case. The realization of 
this fact has led to a second notable 
trend in American religious life, name- 
iy the progress of cooperation among 

e churches.

There has been altogether 
too much of a tendency to rely upon 
legislation or political measures for 
securing advance toward a better hu- 
man life. We have learned now, if 
we never knew before, that it Is pos- 
sible to get golden conduct out of 
leaden motives.”

Dr. Showalter replying to a recent 
statement made by Bishop Henry 
Judah Mikell of the Episcopal ew 
of Aflanta, said that the emphasis 
modern psychology is not ecaanee: 
tive but objective. Psychology ap- 
proach the problems of mental life 
through controlled studies of the be 
havior of others. 

“There however, a 
psychology,” Dr. Showalter 
“which ealls itself nuodern, repre 
sented by Freud, and others, which 
leads to a great deal of introspection. 
It is a psychology of the emotions, 
interpreting most of life in terms of 
certain fundamental instincts. Much 
| of psycho-analysis is an ontgrowth of 
this modern psyehology. However, it 
has not been accepted generally by 
the leaders in the field of psychology 
Its stuecess and popularity has been 
among those not qualified to interpret 
and criticize it.’ 

Dr. Showalter expressed the «pin 
ion that Dr. Adler's explanation of 
the “revenge motive” in suicide bas | 
heen rather generally misunderstood. | 
The theory suggests that ¢ person 
dissatisfied with his lot in life, 
his failure to achieve success, ex- 
presses his resentme&t against so- 
ciety in general and certain individ- 
uals in particular by committing sui- 
cide. This is merely an attempt to 
explain certain cases of suicide. 

“To state that it is responsible for 
suicide.” Dr. Showalter declared, ‘“‘is 
as foolish as to say that since none 
of us like to be forbidden to do a 
thing. the commandment, thou shalt 
not kill, is responsible for the murder 
committed in America.”

Georgia Apple Growers. 
Plan Blossom Festival 


Georgia apple growers will launch 
a movement in the near future to hold 
an apple blossom festival in north 
Georgia, according to C. Porter, 
Rome, Ga., business man and owner 
of large apple orchards at Cornelia, in 
Habersham county, and at Esom Hill, 
in Polk, and Haralson counties. 


“The Georgia apple is by far the 
most delicious apple grown in any 
section of the nation,’’ said Mr. Por- 
ter. “It will keep and bear shipping 
to all points of the nation. Wherever it 
has been exhibited, the Georgia apple 
takes a prize, in fact took first prize 
at one of two national shows. 

“But it should be better known out- 
side of Georgia. One hears of the 
Georgia peach, and the Georgia wa- 
termelon, everywhere in the United 
States, but not enough of the Geor- 
gia apple. Like the peach festival, 
the apple blossom festival will serve 
to keep this excellent fruit more in 
the publié eye.” 

Mr. Porter called attention to the 
fact that in Virginia, Maryland and 
Pennsylvania, the apple growers are 
awakening to the importance of adver- 
tising their apples and letting the na- 


tion know what they have to offer in 
the way of apples. An apple blossom 
festival, he said, was advertised for 
Winchester, Va., at which three states 


will be participants in exhibitions and 
the whole country will be invited to 
the occasion. 

“Georgia’s orchards represent an 
investment of over ten million of dol- 
lars,’ said Mr. Porter. “In the next 
few years Georgia apples, if properly 
advertised, will become an important 
factor in the fruit industry of the 
south, ranking with the peach and 
watermelon in production.” 

The Porter Brothers’ Farm corpora- 
tion at Esom Hill, Ga., owns 10,000 
acres of apple lands on Treat moun- 
tain. The Yonah Apple Orchards 
company at Cornelia, one of the larg- 
est and most successful orchards in 
Georgia, embracing 768 acres and 22,- 
000 trees, also is controlled by Por- 
ter brothers. The Consolidated Ap- 
ple Growers’ Exchange, controlling the 
output of six packing houses, is 'ocat- 
ed at Cornelia, and it is expected 
that the festival will be held in that 
vicinity.

NATIONAL BANKS’ 
POWERS ENLARGED 
BY M’FADDEN ACT! 


M. B. Wellborn, governor of the’ 
Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta, has} 
highly commended features of the new! 
national banking bill, known as the 
McFadden act, which has become a 
law. 

“Among other things, the new bank- 
ing law enlarges the powers of nation- 
al banks and places them more nearly 
on the same basis as the state banks 
in those states where branch bank- 
ing is permitted by law,” said Gov- 
ernor Wellborn. ‘National banks are 
allowed to establish branches within 
the corporate limits of the city in 
which the parent bank is located, pro- 
vided that the population of the city 
be 25,000 or more. 

“The McFadden act also gives the} 
national banks to make loans for five 
years on improved real cstate. Such! 
loans may be made up to the amount | 
equal to 25 per cent of the amount of 
capital stock of the national bank and 
25 per cent of its unimpaired surplus 
or one-half of its savings deposits, at 
the election of the bank. It is esti- 
mated that three billions of dollars 
could be released from saving depos- 
its in national banks. 

“The McFadden act also gives the | 
federal reserve system a perpetual) 
charter, subject to the pleasure of! 
congress. This is a wise provision of 
the law, inasmuch as it removes any 
doubt as to the renewal of the fed- 
eral reserve charter when it expires, 
in accordance with the terms of the 
federal reserve act, in 1954.”

Denied by poverty of his German 
parents in Cumberland, of anything 
but the most rudimentary ef educa- 
tions, he advanced from errand boy 
in a Cumberland canal store to the 
dominant position in Maryland re- 
publican politics. In 1890 he was 
made an assistant secretary of the 
treasury by President Harrison and 
was elected to congress from Mary- 
land in 1894. The following year he 
was elected to the senate by the 
Maryland legislature. Combining con- 
viction and unusual oratorical ability. 
Senator Wellington was regarded as
